No, School Food Authorities (SFAs) have the ability to customize their BID. Below is an example

When I went to training, I was told I could “code” my BID. What does this mean?  

Student eligibility information must be confidential. If you use the  

BID at the Point of Service, you must “code” the document so that  

only those authorized can read the information. For example, the  

SFA could combine the columns “category” and “method of  

certification” and list a 5-digit number. The first three digits were  

random and the last two digits relates to the method of certification.

Why is it recommended to categorize all the different types of Direct Certification on my BID?  

The BID should be used as an active document for your reference. The Verification Summary 

Report will require the total number of children matching in the different assistance 

programs/categorical eligibility. As best practice, ADE recommends that the BID include the type 

of Direct Certification so that it will be easier to count the total the number of students.  

As of October 31st, you will need to be able to count the total number of students: 

(3-2B)  

• CNP Direct Certification Matched due to SNAP and all extended children in household  
(3-3B) 

• CNP Direct Certification Matched due to TANF and all extended children in household 
• CNP Direct Certification Matched due to Foster (do not extend benefits)  

• CNP Direct Certification Matched due to HOM- Homeless (do not extend benefits) 
• CNP Direct Certification Matched due to MEP - Migrant Education Program (do not extend 

benefits) 

• Letter from TANF receiving in lieu of household application and extended children in 
household.  

• Letter from FDPIR receiving in lieu of household application and extended children in 
household.  

• Notice to Provider (Foster)  
• Confirmed by Homeless/Migrant Liaison  
• Enrolled in Head Start/Even Start Program
